WASHINGTON, Aug. 2: 


— (IP) — President Truman 
put out the welcome ma 
for southern party bolter; 
today, but demanded that 
those who cross it get in step 
with the 1948 Democratic 
platform. 


He delivered the invitation— 


strictly on his own terms—at a 
rousing dinner of the Democrat! 
national committee a few hour 
after it had read five southern 
states' rights members from the 
high command. 


And, leaving the door open t 


non-Truman 
Democrats in con 


gress to fall in line with the Tru- 
man program, the committee ex 
empted them 
from the party 


purge. 


The fires of revolt, however, al- 


ready were burning anew. States 
Righters announced they are open- 
ing Washington headquarters to 
spread the flames. 
The whol 


thing was sparked by southern 
dislike for Mr. Truman's civi 
rights program. 


Former Judge Leander Perez of 


New Orleans, in charge of the 
states righters' bureau, denounced 
Mr. Truman's peace terms today 
as contrary to the "Jeffefsonian 
principles of real Democrats." 
"Meet Half Way" 
He told a reporter the South- 


erners are willing to meet Mr 
Truman "halfway" but "more than 
there we will not do." 


"If the President will adopt Jef- 


fersonian principles, we will come 
into the Democratic party again,'' 
Perez added. 


It was Truman the campaigner 


—swinging free style in the man- 
ner of his "give 'em hell" stumpinj 
of last year—who proclaimed his 
party of today "a national party, 
and not a sectional party any 
more." 


"The tail no longer wags the 


dog." he said. 


He went on to say that he won 


in 1948 without New York, "with- 
out the industrialist east and with- 
out the solid south" and that he 
•was "prouder of that than any- 
thing that has ever happened to 
me." 


Then came the invitation: 
"And that doesn't mean that we 


are not inviting the industrial eas 
and the solid south and all the 
rest of the country to join the 
party of the people, and help the 
country go forward. That is ex- 
actly what we want, and that is 
exactly what we are going to ac- 
complish in the next two years." 
Praised Committee 
At the same tune, he praised 


the national committee which ele- 
vated William M. (Bill) Boyle, Jr., 
former Kansas City police official 
to the chairmanship and purged 
the five southern states' righters 
from its rolls for deserting the 
Truman ticket last year. 


"I am overwhelmed at the way 


the situation has worked out," Mr. 
Truman said. "I don't think the 
Democratic party in the history 
of the nation has ever been in 
better condition to carry the bat- 
tle to the foe." 


He invited 
''all those people 


who are interested in the welfare 
of this great republic of ours, who 
are interested in the peace of the 
world, for which we are striving, 
to get into the Democratic party 
and go forward with it." 


The hundreds of diners whooped 


it up, campaign year style, when 
the orchestra played, ''I'm Just 
Wild About Harry." 


"I'd like for that to go on," he 


grinned as he quieted the crowd, 
"but this is not a nominating con- 
vention." 
No Purge Plans 
Meanmhile. Boyle, who took 


over from J. Howard McGrath, the 
new 
attorney 
general, said he 


plans no purge of non-Truman 
Democratic congressmen. 


While a number of them are 


not giving the President solid sup- 
port, Doyle said it is up to the 
people to elect the right kind of 
men to congress. 


"I certainly don't intend to enter 


any primary fights in any states," 
he said. 


But, he added, he and the parly 


intend and expect to elect more 
members of the congress next year 
who will back the Truman pro- 
pram.

LONDON, Aug. 
25—iff)—The 


British treasury has asked all 
government departments to cut 
down spending. It hopes to save 
at least 3600,000.000—or five pei 
cent of the nation's budget — in 
the next year. 


A government source, reporting 


this today, said the treasury action 
was prompted by Britain's fina- 
ncial crisis. The treasury controls 
government spending. 


Disclosure of the move follows 


widespread American criticism of 
the 
labor 
government's home 


spending. The reduction was said 
to have been ordered by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 
Stafford Cripps. The informant 
stressed that it was not a result 
of any United States government 
suggestions.

may have to limit her social ser- 
vices and drop the tax-supported 
medical program if monetary talks 
in Washington next month end in 
failure.

The memorandum contained this

Shipley (Mrs. Ruth E. Shipley, 
chief of state department pass- 
port bureau) that the president 
is personally interested in Mara- 
goii's trip to Italy—Col.'s agrees

It was signed JFS 8-28-45. 
The military permit procedure

Congress Wins Our Devotion 
By Resolving Crucial Issues

WASHINGTON, August 25 — The 81st Con- 


gress has been panned so much that it's high 
time somebody gave the lawmakers credit lor 
the many fine, upstanding and constructive 
things they have done this year. 


There is no better gauge on this than to look 


at the list of laws they have passed. After all, 
that's what they're here for. So what have 
they done? Up to Aug. 15, after seven months 
of work, 220 bills had been passed into law 
and duly signed by President Truman. That's 
roughly 30 a month, or one a day. What more 
could you ask? 
• 
, 


On the principle that first things should come 


first, you would expect that the 220 new public 
laws would cover the most important subjects, 
settle the most vital issues, do the most good. 


Public Law No. 1, passed Jan. 18 after one 


day of work, made Jan. 20 and Jan. 21 holidays 
for all federal employes in Washington. This 
was so they could attend the inauguration. 


Having passed this miracle, the next day 


Congress raised the salary of the president, vice 
president and speaker of the House. This was 
Public Law No. 2. 


It would be boring to just list all the laws 


passed, one after another. To get the spirit of 
the thing, let's just hit some of the legislative 
high spots. Feb. 25, after Congress had been in 
session five weeks, it passed Public Law 9 — 
to issue a commemorative stamp on the 200th 
anniversary of Alexandria, Va. 


March 15, Public Law 19 authorized another 


commemorative stamp for the 300th anniversary 
of Annapolis, Maryland. 
Thoughtful Planning 
P. L. 22, March 23, extended an invitation to 


the International Olympic Committee to hold 
the 1956 games in Detroit. There's far sighted 
planning for you. 


Next day P. L. 23 authorized the Marine 


band to attend the G. A. R. encampment. 


There was a very important piece of legisla- 


tion passed in P. L. 29, which permitted fourth- 
class postmasters to be upgraded to third-class 
postmasters, and third-class postmasters to be 
downgraded to fourth-class postmasters, with- 
out examination. 


P. L. 32 gave the District of Columbia daylight 


saving time again. 


Spring got into the congressional blood on 


April 21 when they passed P. L. 51, regarding 
the processing of certain visa cases for admis- 
sion into the U. S. of alien fiances and fiancees 
of GI's. 


A couple of laws later, Congress authorized 


the payment of §100 per capita to Red Lake 
and Chippewa Indians for timber sales. 
Arid 


the next law conveyed certain public lands to 
the Churntown, Calif., elementary school district. 


P. L. 61—May 12 now—actually did change 


the name of Culbertson dam on Republican 
river in Nebraska to Trenton dam, in case you 
hadn't noticed. 


By May 26, Congress was really worried about 


the international situation. It passed P. L. 74, 
authorizing the President to designate Memorial 
day as a national day of prayer for peace. 


Taking- a Tip From Nero 
Following the advice of a Roman emperor— 


Nero, wasn't it?—who gave the people circuses 
when they cried for reduction of the cost of 
living index, Congress on May 31 authorized the 
National Capital Sesquicentennial Commission 
to proceed with plans for the 150th anniversary 
of establishing the. Capitol in the District of 
Columbia. 


P. L. 88 authorized the Marine band to go to 


Little Rock, Ark. 


Congress did better after that and passed its 


second 100 laws in only six weeks. , P. L. 200 
extended the time for construction of a toll 
bridge across the Rio Grande at Rio Grande 
City, Tex., after P. L. 198 had extended the time 
for construction of a free bridge across the 
Rio Grande at Del Rio. 


In between were these speech-making addi- 


tions to Blackstone: 


P. L. 132 authorized completion of the Eden 


project. It was another Eden—not the original 
Garden. This one's in Wyoming.

agreements by P. L. 139 and P. L. 149 corrected 
a typographical error in a low of 1940. P. L. 
148~ "authorized the RFC to sell low-grade tin 
concentrates.

office to make on-the-spot audits of accounts 
of the House sergeant at arms.

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


CIO's 'Lefties' Plan to Beat 
Phil Murray to the Punch

WASHINGTON, August 25 — An extraordi- 


nary backstage scramble is taking place within 
the Congress of Industrial Organizations. 


While the anti-Communist Phil Murray lead- 


ership is preparing to boot out the leftist unions 
at the CIO's Cleveland convention, the latter 
are racing to beat this move to the punch with 
a walkout of their own. 


The "lefties" have called a. meeting in New 


York on August 30. Inside word is they will 
stage a bolt and proclaim the establishment of 
a national labor organization of their own. In- 
formed sources say this is the new Communist 
party line. 


Call for this powwow was issued by the fol- 


lowing: United Electrical Workers; Food, To- 
bacco and Agricultural Workers; United Public 
Workers; United Furniture Workers; United 
Packinghouse Workers; United Fur Workers. 


Significantly not in this list is the Interna- 


tional Longshoremen's union, headed by Harry 
Bridges. 
Although the leading CIO leftist, 


Bridges can not take his union out of the CIO. 
An attempt would split it wide open. He is 
already under powerful attack within the or- 
ganization. 


However, it is reliably reported that Bridges 


had a leading hand in the decision that con- 
vened the leftist meeting. If he doesn't show up 
personally, he is certain to play a decisive role 
behind-the-scenes. He is the No. 1 choice to 
head their new leftist labor organization. 


Meanwhile, Murray and his anti-Communist 


leaders are setting the stage for a clean break 
with the "lefties" at the Cleveland convention. 
Regardless of what the latter do at their August 
30 meeting, the CIO chiefs intend to purge 
their rolls in Cleveland. 


Big- Tipper 
For months, Rep. J. Parnell Thomas, R., N. J. 


awaiting trial on kickback charges, was a 
patient at the army's Walter Reed hospital. 
With the exception of a $l-a-day charge for 
meals, Thomas' two major operations and other 
extensive medical care were free. 
Taxpayers 


footed the bill. 


Recently he was released from the hospital, 


It is the custom for civilian patients, upon leav- 
ing, to give their attendants a bank note as a 
token of appreciation for their care.

observed this tradition — after a fashion. 


To his attendants and nurses he presented 


autographed admission cards to the visitors' 
gallery of the House.

Blue Funk 
The Federal Trade Commission is in a sad 


state. With one exception, its six members are 
either ill, scared stiff over prospects of being 
reappointed, or their appointment is stymied in 
the Senate. 
The 'exception is commissioner 


William Ayres, 80 years old, who still has five 
years to serve. 
Of the other five members, 


acting chairman Lowell Mason is treading softly 
because of uncertainty over whether he will be 
renamed next month; commissioner Ewin Davis 
has been ill in a hospital for weeks; commis- 
sioner Garland Ferguson, whose term expired 
last year, doesn't know where he stands; and 
the latest appointee, John Carson, liberal Re- 
publican, is still awaiting confirmation by the 
Senate. 


Coal Slowdown 
John L. Lewis' two-month-old coal slowdown 


has had no effect on industry so far. Stockpile 
reserves have gradually diminished, but all con- 
sumption demands have been met. Only group 
so far hard-hit is small mine operators, partic- 
ularly in West Virginia. They have been unable 
to operate profitably 011 a 3-day basis and a 
number of them have been forced to shut down. 
This has thrown hundreds of miners out of 
work, through no fault of their own or the 
operators. 


While Lewis' slowdown has caused no general 


adverse effect as yet, difficulties are anticipated 
when cold weather sets in. Such steel plants 
as have been digging into their coal reserves 
are becoming uneasy. Similarly, retail dealers 
are warning customers to order now. 


Shorts

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The Doctor Says 


Bell's Palsy is Uncomfortable 
But Usually Clears up Entirely

There are 
12 nerves which 


come directly • out of the brain. 
These nerves are numbered; foi 
example, the seventh, also called 
the facial nerve, supplies some of 
the skin and muscles of the face. 


A condition which sometimes 


affects this nerve is called Bell's 
palsy after the f; ^ous English- 
man, who was tlie first to. give a 
complete description of the condi- 
tion. 


The most striking feature of 


this illness are a paralysis of the 
muscles of one side of the face 
which produces a 
dropping or 


sagging of the lip and an inability 
to close one eye. \s a result the 
two sides of the face do not look 
alike even when at rest; the dif- 
ference become more conspicuous 
when motions like wrinkling the 
forehead, smiling or laughing are 
attempted. 


Bell's palsy frequently comes on 


suddenly and is associated with 
some pain. The pain may leave 
rather rapidly and then there may 
b_ no sensations except perhaps 
mild tingling. The sense of taste 
over the front 
portions of 
the 


tongue is also freqje '.ly affected. 


Causes Vary Widely 
This condition may be the result 


of injury such as 
cut or a gun- 


shot wound. The difficulty may 
follow the extraction of a tooth. 
Infections of various sorts, espec- 
ially those in the upper part of 
the nose or throat, frequently 


precede this nerve paralysis. Gen- 
eral diseases such as mumps, 
shingles, scarlet fever, or influ- 
enza are additional possibilities. 


Treatment depends on the cause 


if that can be discovered. In those 
varieties which follow an acute 
infection, time is perhaps all that 
is needed. 
' In 
other cases 
:>me special 


operation or treatment is indicat- 
ed. 
The application of warmth 


around the ear area may be help- 
ful. If the paralysis is slight and 
if there is nothu.g to make it 
seem undesirable, electric treat- 
ments may help. 
Active move- 


ments of the face in front of a 
mirror are recommended from the 
beginning.
